Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-4, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

1- In claim 1, line 7 and 8, -the-, before "said" should be deleted. 

2- Claim 3 is incomplete. Correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-14 are allowed. 

Claims 1-4 , 15 and 16 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 and 6 are allowable over the prior art of record because all 
the cited references considered as closest prior art and viewed considered in 
combination or individually, fails to suggest or fairly teach a magneto-optical recording 
apparatus and method for recording data in the from of bits in tracks wherein the 
trackwidth is defined by the profile of the magnetic filed and the bitlength is defined by 
the thermal profile induced in the medium.
